The event was organised by

CARRYING IKE FLAME 


Hackney History 


R esidents will have 

the chance to welcome 
the Olympic flame as 
it travels through 
Hackney on 21 July. 

As the flame passes through the 
borough - the weekend before it 
arrives at the Olympic Stadium 
for the 2012 opening ceremony 
on 27 July - Hackney’s 
communities will come together 
for one massive party. 

Details are set to be announced 
early next year, but the celebration 
is likely to feature a parade with 


entertainment, including 
food, music, dancing and 
colourful costumes. 

The torch, by Hackney-based 
designers Edward Barber and Jay 
Osgerby, will cross the borough 
boundary from Tower Hamlets, 
travel through Hackney and head 
towards Waltham Forest, where it 
will make an evening stop. 

The London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games (LOCOG) 
has revealed that 1,018 villages, 
towns and cities on the route

Feeling fabulous 


will welcome the torch during 
its 70 day journey, with 8,000 
torchbearers carrying the Olympic 
flame. As well as travelling on 
foot, the flame will travel by 
horseback, bicycle, tram and 
steam train from its starting point 
at Lands End, Cornwall, on the 
morning of 19 May. 

Two other 2012 public 
participation programmes have 
also been launched by LOCOG: 
the Local Leaders’ initiative, which 
invites people across the UK to 
create their own celebrations next 


year, and Get Set for the Olympic 
Torch Relay, an education 
resource available to all schools 
registered with Get Set. So far, 

96 per cent of Hackney schools 
are signed up to the programme, 
giving them access to free Olympic 
and Paralympic tickets.

A UNITED Nations senior official visited a Hackney school 
to celebrate its new status as an academy. 

Baroness Amos, the under-secretary-general for 
humanitarian affairs at the UN, met with students at 
Clapton Girls’ Academy on 2 November. 

Speaking at the event, she said: “I am impressed by the 
young women I have met today at Clapton Girls’ Academy 
and have no doubt that they will go on to great things. 
Educating girls is the key to development in many of the 
poorest communities in the world.” 

Early in her career, Baroness Amos worked at the Council 
before heading up the Equal Opportunities Commission, 
becoming the first black woman to sit in Cabinet and the 
first black leader of the House of Lords.

Free cycling awareness 
courses for truck drivers 


LORRY and bus drivers have been experiencing life on the 
road away from their usual perspective - by getting on 
their bikes. 

The Council is running free bike awareness courses for 
heavy goods drivers to improve the safety of cyclists on the 
borough’s roads. 

The innovative programme gets them out of their vehicles 
and into the saddle to gain a better understanding of what 
it’s like to ride a bike on Hackney’s busy roads. It is the first 
accredited course of its kind to be run by a local authority. 
John Harvey, a goods driver who attended the course 
in August, said: “It has made me aware of cyclist road 
positioning. I now understand the importance of giving 
more space to cyclists.” 

Trevor Parsons, co-ordinator of the London Cycling 
Campaign in Hackney, said: “This is one of the most 
inspiring responses yet. We hope that this will help to build 
a culture of mutual understanding on our streets.”

The project is set to 
culminate in an exhibition 
next April to launch 
the app and associated 
website. Media arts 
firm, A Different 
Drum Productions, 
unveiled the 
project by 
recording 
oral histories 
at Ridley 
Road market 


over 13 and 14 October. 
More than 25 people 
were interviewed and 
their memories of the 
place recorded.

NEARLY 2,000 residents will receive free tickets to two test 
events taking place in the Handball Arena, giving them the 
chance to be among the first spectators to walk through 
the Olympic Park.

Winners of the Hackney 
Sports Awards 2011 will 
be given a ‘golden ticket’ to 
next year’s event. Mayor 
of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
made the announcement 
on 2 November. 

He said: “I’m delighted 
to be able to announce that 
the winners of tonight’s 
sports awards - and others 
who have excelled at 
sport - will each receive 
a ticket to the 2012 


Olympic Games. 

“The Council wanted to 
ensure that the very people 
from Hackney who ought 
to get into the Games are 
able to do so - and that’s 
what these tickets will 
help achieve.” 

The 131 ticket winners 
also included recipients 
of the Council-run Youth 


Sport Fund, which was 
set up to provide financial 
support for the borough’s 
young athletes and 
sporting organisations; 
members of the most 
improved teams and 
medallists at this year’s 
London Youth Games; and 
champions for the Personal 
Bests primary schools 


sports programme. 

The awards, held at 
Hackney Empire, are now 
in their sixth year. They 
recognise the achievements 
of the borough’s up and 
coming sporting stars who 
have participated at local, 
county or national level 
in various events over the 
past year. 

Kim Pham, 17, who 
was crowned Sports 
Personality of the Year, 
said: “I can’t believe I’m 
going to see the Olympics. 
I’m aiming to compete in 
the 2014 Commonwealth

London Youth Games 
medallists were also 
given a year’s free gym 
membership to the 
borough’s leisure centres 
by operator GLL. 

Hackney entered 
42 teams in this year’s 
London Youth Games, 


made up of 506 young 
people, aged eight to 
18. Between November 
2010 and this July, they 
competed against the other 
32 London boroughs 
across 29 sports. With four 
teams, and 41 individual 
medals, Hackney finished 
16th - its best placing in 
over 30 years.

T HE end-of-day 

school bell marks 
the start of another 
gruelling training 
session for a Hackney 
sports coach as he pursues 
his Olympic dream. 

By July 2012, Daniel 
Davis, a sports technician 
at The Urswick School in 
Paragon Road, E9, will 
know whether he’s made 
Team GB for the 110m 
hurdles. “All the hard 
work I’m putting in - hours 
and hours at the track and 
gym - all of it is geared 
towards about 13 seconds 
of running,” he says. 

To make the team, 

Daniel needs to run 13.5 
seconds or quicker at next 
year’s qualifiers. With a 
personal best of 13.97 
seconds, and a punishing 
six-day training schedule, 
he’s on course to reach this 
demanding target. 


The Bournemouth-born 
runner adds: “I train with 
Tony Jarrett, the fastest 
English hurdler of all time, 
who’s been to the Olympics 
and done it all. So I’m 
really confident in him.” 

Daniel began his sports 
career as a sprinter but 
aged 1 1 ‘found it boring 
just running in a straight 
line’. He reflects: “I was 
at the track one day and 


saw a group of older kids 
hurdling. So I just thought 
I’d give it a go and that’s 
how it started.” 

Daniel claims he initially 
wasn’t a natural hurdler. “I 
was no good when I began. 
But I was a fast runner, so 
I’d take ages in the air 
and then run really fast 
in between,” he says. 

But his efforts to improve 
were spurred on by other

young athletes at his club, 
Sutton and District AC, 
including fellow hurdler 
Ricky Alexis-Smith and 
Team GB sprinter Harry 
Aikines-Aryeetey. 

Working in spitting 
distance of the Olympic 
Park is a real motivator. “I 
don’t want to be sitting in 
the crowds. I want to be 
on the start line. Having 
that so close to you makes

you want to work so much 
harder,” he says. 

The Urswick School, a 
specialist sports college, 
will soon unveil a brand 
new sports centre. As a 
coach, Daniel’s job includes 
encouraging those with 
sporting talent to reach 
their potential. 

“The kids have seen me 
run on TV and a few have 
even turned up to support 
me at the races. If they can 
see me live my dream then 
hopefully they will also be 
inspired to do the same - 
whether that’s playing 
for the school team, or 
playing for England,” 
he comments. 


Daniel is lucky to be able 
to combine his training 
with a job that he gets great 
enjoyment from. 

“I love working in 
Hackney and I couldn’t see 
myself working with any 
other pupils. They aren’t 
afraid to be themselves 
and are really honest, good 
kids. It’s their honesty 
that really gets to me and 
keeps me humble because 
it reminds me that this is 
where I came from. 

“Someone took the time 
with me and pushed me 
to achieve, so you have 
always got to take your 
time with the children you 
meet,” he concludes.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q: I took my old CRT monitor to an electronic 
recycling bank, but I was disappointed that I 
couldn’t fit it in, so I took it back home, what do 
I do now? 

A: Electrical recycling 
banks in Hackney are 
only for small items, 
such as hairdryers, 
chargers, clocks and 
shavers. Anything larger 
than A4 size won’t fit in. 

Larger items such as 
TVs, printers and computer 
monitors must not be left next 
to the banks. These can instead be 
recycled through the Council’s bulky waste service, 
which offers free removal of five items per collection, 
and up to four collections per household each year. To 
arrange one, or to find out where your nearest electrical 
recycling bank is, call the Hackney Wasteline on:

B orough schools 

have been holding 
farmers’ markets 
as part of a 

programme to teach pupils 
about where their food 
comes from. 

Earlier this year 
youngsters from Jubilee, 
Sebright and Millfields 
primaries spent time on 
an organic farm, 
experiencing everything 
from cheese-making and 
keeping hens, to growing 
and harvesting vegetables. 

The pupils then applied 
their new knowledge by 
setting up farmers’ markets 
and selling school-grown 
food, as well as produce 
from local, and sometimes 
organic, manufacturers. 

The schoolchildren 
are fully involved in 
running the stalls, 
enabling them to learn 
about the importance 
of sustainability, locally 
produced food and 
animal welfare. 


The money raised goes 
towards more farm visits 
or food education. 

The project was 
developed as part of the 
Soil Association Farm 
Academy programme, 
which helps schoolchildren 
to learn about farming 
and food, connecting 
local producers with 
the community. 

The next market will 
be held at Millfields 
school, E 5, on 9 
December. Teacher 
Roz Wilson, said: “The 
scheme is really important 
to help pupils realise where 
their food comes from. 

The pupils will become 
champions for helping to 
promote healthy eating in 
the wider community.”

Feeling peckish? Research shows 20 per cent of schoolchildren eligible for free meals are missing out 


P ARENTS and 
carers are being 
urged to claim free 
school meals for 
their child, after research 
found that 20 per cent 
of those eligible may be 
missing out. 

Government figures 
show that close to 40 per 
cent of Hackney families 
could apply for free school 
meals. But data from The 


Learning Trust - which runs 
education services in the 
borough - found one in five 
are not taking this up. At 
secondary school, this figure 
rises to over a quarter of 
eligible pupils. 

Families receiving Income 
Support, or similar benefits, 
are entitled to apply for 
free school meals, with an 
average saving of £390 a 
year. The Learning Trust 


has launched a campaign to 
persuade parents to apply. 

As well as a financial 
break for parents and health 
benefits for pupils, schools 
receive additional funding 
for every child that receives 
free meals.

A GROUP of brain 
injury survivors 
built an outdoor 
wood fired oven 
at the Towpath Cafe, on 
Regent’s Canal, as part of 
a rehabilitation project.

was rarely used. West 
Hackney Church was 
designed by Sir Robert 
Smirke in the style of a 
Greek temple. Work began 
on 17 November, 1821, 
and was carried out by 
builders Croggon and Co 
of Lambeth. 

Smirke was one of the 
leading proponents of 
Greek Revival architecture 
and was responsible 
for designing the main 


for many of the 
church’s alterations from 
his own pocket. 

Sadly, the splendours 
of West Hackney Church 
were almost all lost in the 
Second World War when 
it was bombed during the 
Blitz in September 1940. 
The damage was so bad, 
that restoring the church 
was felt to be impossible, 
and it was subsequently 
demolished. The smaller 
church of St Paul was built 
in 1960 on the same site. 

West Hackney 
Recreation Ground now 
covers much of the 2.5 


acres where the old church 
and churchyard stood. 

The churchyard had 
become neglected, but 
recently Groundwork 
London has been working 
with St Paul’s to revitalise 
the green space. 

In August, the 
churchyard was awarded 
£47,500 development 
funding by the Heritage 
Lottery Lund, which will 
be used to stabilise the 
headstones, recreate the 
original planting designs 
and increase community 
involvement in the site.

• 1 glass red wine 
•2 tsp flour 

•/2 bunch parsley 
•8-10 springs thyme 
•50g butter 

• 1 kg mashed potatoes (Rooster, King Edward, 
Desiree or Maris Piper will produce great 
results) boiled until tender 

•50-75g Cheddar cheese 
•Salt and pepper 


Method 

• Brown lamb mince in a generously sized 
frying pan with olive oil. Set aside 

•In the frying pan previously used for the 
lamb, sweat the onion, carrot and garlic for 
a few minutes. Return mince and add tomato 
puree and wine and cook for 1 0-1 5 mins.
